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ZOOLOGICAL NOTES AND QUERIES. 


A Singular Combat was witnessed a few days since by a person on the high road 
between Odell and Sharnbrook, Bedfordshire. A stoat was making its way from an 


adjoining field across the road, with a young partridge which it had killed in its 


mouth, when it was pursued and attacked by two skylarks and a wagtail. The three 


assailants, acting in concert, rose a little in the air, then pounced down on the ruth- - 


less enemy, repeating the attack so furiously that the stoat was obliged to abandon 
his prey. Each time he attempted to regain it they renewed the attack with increased 
fury, manifesting a generous sympathy with the fate of their fellow tenant of the air, 
and evincing a courage which was quite admirable in birds of those pacific species. 
At length the stoat espied the narrator close by, and feeling some misgivings as to his 
own safety amidst so many enemies, he ran off with the utmost speed, leaving the 
plump little partridge behind. — From the ‘ Northampton — communicated by 
the Rev. R. Roe, Broadway, near Dorchester, August 25, 1851.

reported to have occurred at large in Britain, and on authority that I have no right 


to question. In the present instance there can be a doubt that the bird had 
escaped from confinement.—£. N.]

It seems to me that 
the name of Camilla having originally been given to a sex only, and having been 
subsequently applied to each of the three European species in succession, it will be 
advisable to discontinue it altogether, and to use the name Drusilla for the species 
which has not received a distinctive appellation.
